e there are insufficient funds in the suppression program for the current

fiscal year; and

e the current fire season is of sufficient severity to require the funds.

LEGISLATIVE LANGUAGE:

Prohibits BLM funds from being used to destroy health, unadopted, wild horses and burros in the
care of the BLM or its contractors.

Allows the Secretary of the Interior to use wildland fire appropriations to enter into non-
competitive sole source leases of property with local governments, at or below fair market value,
to construct fire facilities, such as fire guard stations and retardant stations.

Allows the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of Agriculture to transfer up to $12 million
between the two departments for wildland fire management programs and projects.

Allows the Fish and Wildlife Service to accept donated aircraft as replacements for existing
aircraft.

Prohibits all National Park Service partnership projects in excess of $5,000,000 without advance
written approval of the House and Senate Committees on Appropriations, excluding the Flight 93
Memorial.

Prohibits funds from being used for the planning, design, or construction of any underground
security screening or visitor facility at the Washington Monument until the House and Senate
Committees on Appropriations have approved such a facility in writing.

Prevents funds from being used for activities in direct response to the United Nations Biodiversity
Convention.

Prohibits funds from being used for Outer Continental Shelf leasing activities in certain areas of
California, the North Atlantic, Washington and Oregon, and the eastern Gulf of Mexico.

Prevents oil and gas leasing in the eastern Gulf of Mexico (outside of Sale 181 area) or in the
Mid-Atlantic and South Atlantic Planning Areas.

Allows the Secretary to use 80 percent of franchise fees to reduce debt related to possessory
interest and leasehold surrender interest.

Allows the National Indian Gaming Commission to collect $12 million in fees for fiscal year
2006.

Limits to $58,000,000 the amount of funds that are available for activities of the Special Trustee
for American Indians for certain activities related to accounting for Indian Trust Accounts
(response to Cobell vs. Norton litigation) for records collection and indexing, imaging and
coding, accounting for per capita and judgment accounts, accounting for tribal accounts,
reviewing and distributing funds from special deposit accounts, and program management of the
Office of Historical Trust Accounting, including litigation support.



e Prohibits gaming under the Indian Gaming Regulatory Act on lands described in section 123 of
the Department of the Interior and Related Agencies Appropriations Act, 2001, or land that is
contiguous to that land (the Huron Cemetery in Wyandotte County, Kansas).

e Creates permanent restrictions on the use of the National Mall for a special event, unless the
permit expressly prohibits the erection, placement, or use of structures and signs bearing
commercial advertising, but allows for the recognition of sponsors of an event.

e (Cancels $40 million in mandatory funding for the forest land enhancement program that was
included in the 2002 Farm Bill.

o Allows the Secretaries of Agriculture and the Interior to limit competition for watershed
restoration project contracts as part of the “Jobs in the Woods” Program in Region 10 of the
Forest Service.

e Extends the Forest Service Conveyances Pilot Program to 2008.
e Continues to prohibit oil and gas drilling in the Finger Lakes National Forest, New York.

e Restricts the use of the Recreation Fee Demonstration program to certain developed sites. Fees
may not be charged for the use of undesignated parking along roads, overlooks or scenic pullouts,
general area information offices and centers that provide limited services, and dispersed areas for
which expenditures in facilities or services are limited.

e Requires extensive annual reporting by the Administration regarding competitive sourcing
activities, caps the amount of money the Departments of Energy, Interior, and Forest Service may
expend on outsourcing activities without additional approval of the Committees on
Appropriations, and sets limits on the conversion of activities performed by more than 10 Federal
employees to contractors unless certain conditions are met.

e Authorizes a land conveyance within the San Bernardino National Forest in California.

e The bill does not extend the Recreational Fee Demonstration Program (currently expires on
December 31, 2005)

EARMARKS & OTHER PROGRAMS:

The bill earmarks $1.75 million for local governments in southern California for planning associated
with the National Communities Conservation Planning program. Other earmarks include:
e $700,000 to the city of Tacoma, Washington, to conduct a feasibility study for the Train to
Mountain project
e $66 million for the New Orleans Jazz Commission
e $796 million for the Ice Age National Scientific Reserve



e $3.177 billion for the Eastern MA National Wildlife Refuge visitors center and administration
building
e $883 million for the Kanai AK National Wildlife Refuge visitors center
